THE LIQUOR LAW. 


Difficulty of Convicting for Selling 
Liquor Without a License, 


Thirty-One Cases Against the Proprietor of 
Uhrig’s Cave—Only Three Judgments Se- 
cured and Executed—The Present State of 
the Fight—A Red-Hot Controversy in Which 
the Law is Always Vanquished. 


A case was decided, Wednesday, in the 
court of criminal correction in favor of 
Thos. McNeary, proprietor of Uhrig’s Cave, 
on an indictment found against him by the 
grand jury for keeping a saloon and selling 
liquor without a license. ‘Rhis is the only 
case in which McNeary has been tried on 
indictment, but it 1s one of a series

THE MARINE HOSPITAL, 

For some time past there has been some- 
thing of a discussion as to which one of our 
two national medical bodies, the Marine 
hospital service or the National board of 
health, was the proper body to be entrusted 
with the appropriation made for the preven- 
tion of contagious disease. We do not know 
what kind of aclaim the Nationa! board of 
health may be able to make, but the evidence 


given in our local columns to-day shows that 


the Marine hospital service is not fit to be 
trusted with anything. 

The shameful abuse of a great benevolent 
public trust would be a disgrace to humanity 
even if the Marine hospital service was a 
charity, and if the officials who pamper 
themselves and neglect their patients could 
plead that they were dealing with paupers. 
But the victims of Marine hospital! abuse are 
tax-payers who have been robbed of their 
money by the government for years to sus- 
tain the hospital, which, in the end, robs 
them of their life. The Marine hospital 
funds do not belong to the officials; they do 
not belong to the government; they belong 
to the river-men, who are unjustly and ille- 
gally taxed to sustain a pompous humbug.. 

Wedonot know whether other marine 
hospitals are as bad as the one which per- 
petuates the efficient benevolence of the 
government in St. Louis. But itis only fair 
to conclude that this is a sample of a system, 
and that elsewhere as well as here, the same 
conditions have had the same results, and 
that in the absence of any efficient supervi- 
sion the whole system is a nest of abuse, 
waste and scandal. It would certainly bea 
marvel it it were otherwise. 

Is there any remedy? Not as things are 
managed at present. Incaseof an investi- 
gation, the officials higher up whose incom- 
petence and neglect of duty has led to the 
excesses and abuses which we drag into 
public notice for the first time, would report 
that it was a newspaper sensation. An ad- 
ministration which cannot punish a two- 
million-dollar robbery in the mail contracts, 
which refunds stolen treasury packages to 
detected thieves, which cannot put a win- 
dow shutter ona public building without a 
steal, and which is even now building 
cruisers at a cost of a million to be sold for 
five thousand dollars before going into com- 
mission, is very poor machinery for running 
a hospital decently. Wedo not care wheth- 
er it makes an investigation or not; we have 
made our investigation and our readers can 
form their own opinion. 


A SURVIVAL OF HEATHENISM, 

There could hardly be a more humiliating 
spectacle in this christian world than to find 
people in Hungary who call themselves 
christians, reviving the stale old calumny 
against the Jews of murdering children to 
use their blood in the passover bread. ‘This 
stupid and foolish falsehood has been per- 
petuated for English readers in the story of 
Hueu of Lincoln, as told by CHAUCER; 
and a recent article in the Century by Emma 
LAZARUS gives itits proper place amid the 
many cruelties with which the kinsmen of 
CHRIST were persecuted by those who called 
themselves the followers of CHRIST. 

Now, in this closing quarter of the nine- 
teenth century the old shame is revived to 
inflame the passions of jealbus and ignorant 
peasants in Hungary. dt cannot fail to 
awaken a new sympathy for the whole Jew- 
ish race, among the intelligent people of the 
whole world, but it shows a strange survival 
of barbarism in communities that have long 
ranked as civilized. We send missionaries 
to Africa and to Asia, and we believe that 
there are even some well-meaning persons 
who subscribe money for the conversion of 
the Jews. It would be worth the attention 
of philanthropists to send meney to Hun- 
gary for the conversion of those who perse- 
cute the Jews, and ifthere is anything left 
over, there is a fine missionary field in

Well, I was notified yesterday from 
the Marine hospital to go down there and re- 
move Joe James, who had been guilty of in- 
subordination. I went there and I tell you 
what [ saw surprised me. I never thought 
that men could be treated so.. I got right 
up on my ear and told Dr. Fessendon that 
he had to take better care of Joe, and that if 
he didn’t I’d write right on to Washington 
and raise such a row that they’d have to 
come on here and investigate. The doctor 
tried to bulidoze me, but it didn’t work, and 
when J threatened to come right down to the 
Post-DispatcH and show the whole 
thing up he weakened considerably, 
allowed that Joe hadn't been treated right, 
and promised to have bétter care taken of 
him in the future. He tried to make a strong 
point out of the insubordination, but I soon 
convinced him thaé a sick man, suffering as 
Joe was, ought to have some allowance 
made, if he did have an outbreak of temper 
now and then.

“How about the doctor?” 

“He's no good atall. It’s no use asking 
him for anything. He’ll just pooh-poob you; 
maybe he’ll promise; todo what he’s asked, 
but that is an end of it.” 

“What sort of food do you get here?” 

“Il can’t eatit. It’s just meat and bread, 
potatoes and coffee, but it’s the cooking. No 
white man could eat the food they serve 
here. All my meats are brought here by my 
wife, the ljady who was sitting here when 
you came.” 

‘You had some trouble the other night?’ 

“Yes, that was foolish of me, I know, but 
I think they ought to make some allowance 
forasick man. My back was very sore and 
I begged and begged for the nurse to puta 
pillow, or something else soft, under me. I 
got considerably worked up and when the 
nurse cursed me for disturbing him Il 
lost my temper and swore at him and every- 
body else connected with the place. Then 
he reported me, and that’s what brought 
Capt. Jim DeLancy down here. Why, if 
it hadn’t been for him. they’d have put me 
out in the street, and it’s only a few days 
ago that the doctor told me that if'I were to 
be moved erysivelas would almost certainly 
set in and kiil me. 

‘But, supposing some other doctor would 
say you vould be moved safely, woutd you 
object to getting out of here?” 

“What doyou think?” the man replied, 
taking a look, first at his bed-clothes and 
theu at the surroundings; but then he looked 
serious, and again spoke of what trouble 
might come if an expose were made and how 
any set back might prove fatal to him. 

The place certainly was not calculated to 
inspire a patient with cheerfulness, or to aid 
convalescence, The atmosphere of the low 
shed, although it was fairly well supplied 
with windows, was close, no breeze stirring 
to fan the cheeks of the suf- 
ferers. The bare walls contained no 
relief in the way of pictures upon which the 
tired eye could rest. The dust of antiquity 
had settled upon its wood work. The flooy 
gave signs of great age, being roughly 
patched here and there with strips of tin, 
the iron beds, covered with counterpanes 
several degrees removed from the snow- 
white hue which is the pride of every well 
kept hospital, wereof a very common de- 
scription, and none of them were supplied 
with springs of any kind. 
‘Are there any bugs?’ the reporter in- 
quired, and being answered in the negative, 
the only ipfereuce was that these parasites, 
allowing their discretion to overcome their 
appetite, gave the place a wide berth as a 
matter of preference.

which is occupied as a residence by the su- 
perintendent and other officials, but when the 
round of the less private and select part of 
the place had been completed, the nurse 
ve the reporter such explicit directions as 
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removal being accompanied by the statement 
that he felt certain that he could not 
live in the place another week if left there. 
I did not want him to gothere in the first 
place, but he had, during a previous sick- 
ness, stopped at the hospital, where he was 
splendidiv treated and made a speedy recov- 
ery, and so he was bound to return there. 
Unfortunately the management had changed 
in the meantime, and it took my brother only 
a short time to find out that he had got 
in the wrong place. He was about to leave, 
but the managers promised to treat him bet- 
ter and he was induced to make further trial 
of the place.” 

“What is your opinion of the hospital ?” 

“I think that the ward whefe the sailors 
are placed is not a fit place to put a horse in. 
The handsome brick buildings are occupied 
altogether by the officials; the shed where 
the patients lay was built as a temporary 
barracks during the war. They treat the 
men badly there, never hardly changing their 
bed-clothes.”’ 

‘“‘How do you know this?” 

“Generally by their dirty pt om preged spe- 
cificaily by a little incident which happened 
there under my notice. One day when I 
called to see my brother, I found him very 
weak, and, while | was there, he was over- 
coine by nausea and vomited. Not being 
strong enough to reach over the bed as far as 
he wanted, he soiled the sheet on one side. 
Two weeks later I called again to see him, 
and there was the identical sheet, somewhat 
dirtier all through, but easily recognized by 
the extensive soiling which it had received a 
fortnight previous. This is not the worst, 
however. My brother’s weakness occasion- 
ally ied him to even more distressing acci- 
dents—I hope you’ll understand what | mean 
without going into fuller particulars—and 
even alter such occurrences no attempt was 
made to supply him with ciean linen. I 
could tell you something else, but—” 

“Never mind the buts; go right ahead. 
Thereg a delicate way of putting everything 
if i take your time.” 

The revelation was delicately made by the 
fireman, but the lead-pencil cannot treat the 
subject in like manner, and the simplest and 
least offensive way in which to convey Mr.

We hoped that he 
might get better when he went there. but a 
man of sixty-five years of age can’t stand 
such treatment. He sent for us and we had 
him removed to my sister’s home on Wash 
street. 

‘““They have no heart at all,” said Capt. 
de Lancy. “The other day Dr. Fessenden 
ordered a lot of convalescents there to help 
scrub the place out, and when they refused 
he turned them out into the street. Some of 
them were waiking with crutches; they had 
no moneg and | guess that half of them have 
found their way into the city hospital.” 

“In a conversation with the 
nurse he told me that the number of patients 
at present on hand, twenty-five, was unus- 
ually smail for this time of the year.” 

‘He didn’t tell you what made it small.

‘The honor 
thus conferred is considered in the light of a 
double compliment, comet as it does from a 
recognized institution of learning at which 
Mr. Masden is so well known. 
It also relieves the. many who 
have been accustomed to calling 
the pastors of Union church doctors, of a 
great responsibility. .
